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"why do I make art?" I've identified two main forces that drive me to create. 
The first is, simply, a need to make tangible things: objects that can be 
seen and handled, and that sometimes even have a utilitarian function. I 
know I'd become extremely frustrated if I didn't have the opportunity to 
produce glass pieces. And I derive as much enjoyment from the process of 
making something as the finished product itself. Second, my art is a way 
of expressing a part of myself to others. While I get a tremendous amount 
of personal satisfaction from my work, it's important to me that other 
people appreciate it as well. That doesn't mean they have to like it; but 
if they in some way find it thought provoking, then it has served its pur¬ 
pose. I think art fails if it doesn't connect’at all with the viewer. Ib 
me it's an intriguing thought that someone who has never met me may look 
at a piece of mine and gain satisfaction from it; and further, by under¬ 
standing what I was trying to express in that piece, that person will 
have learned something about the kind of person I am.
